Thus, in spite of past set­ 
backs, there appears to bo a 
new determination on the part 
of officials here to press for 
peace negotiations. 
Rogers touched on this ad­ 
ministration policy theme In his 
talk with the House Committee 
calling for compromises by both

“ The only hope for progress,’’ 
he said, “is to convince both the 
Arabs and the Israelis that com­ 
promises are necessary. 
“The UAR (Egypt) should 
abandon its refusal to enter any

It comes from cum ulus. wTiich 
is Latin for “ a heap or pile,” 
and eum ulare, which m eans “ to 
pile up.” Attach tile prefix ad, 
wdiieh 
m eans “ to,” 
and

have aecum ulare, or “ to heap 
together.” 
BILL. It once m eant “ bubble” 
and you may be sure a lot of In­ 
stallm ent 
buyers 
wished 
it 
m eant the sam e thing today. 
The Latin 
word bulla 
m eans 
“ bubble" or “ am ulet.” In Mid­ 
dle English it was bdle.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Con­ 
gress was urged Tuesday to 
authorize 
a 
12-point highway 
Improvement program 
which 
might cost $320 billion over the 
next 15 years. 
Ralph E. Heffner of Celina, 
Ohio, made such a recomm en­ 
dation as president of the Amer­ 
ican Road Builders’ Association 
at a Senate Public Works sub­ 
committee hearing. 
Heffner said the Bureau of 
Public 
Roads 
had 
estimated 
road construction and improve­ 
ment needs for 1970-85 at $320 
billion. 
“ The total may appear to be 
an astronomical figure,” he tes­ 
tified. “ It is, however, coinci­ 
dentally. the exact figure cited 
by the Secretary of Transporta­ 
tion (John A. Volpe) as the total 
one-year 
cost for all 
United 
States transportation by the end 
of the seventies.” 
Heffner recommended a re­ 
view of existing laws “ to fully 
protect the Highway Trust Fund 
from 
raids 
for 
non-highway 
uses. 
The association’s recommen­ 
dations, as given by Heffner, in­ 
clude: 
—Continuat ion of federal high­ 
way aid at levels commensurate 
with established needs and ex­ 
tension of the trust fund through 
1985.

Air Inversion 


In Cleveland 


Said Worse 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - 
The U.S. 
Weather Bureau in 
Cleveland says an atmospheric 
condition known as high-level 
inversion will worsen today and 
Thursday and persons with res- 
piratory 
and 
heart 
diseases 
have been advised to exercise 
caution. 
An inversion is created by 
bodies of stagnant air composed 
of a layer of warm air on top 
of a layer of cool air, the in­ 
verse of normal air layering. 
Inversions prevent the normal 
churning process in which warm 
air rises and cooler air falls. 
When the air mixing stops, pol­ 
lution can build up. 
Airport visibility has been re­ 
duced from the normal 12 miles 
to seven miles, Richard T. Fay, 
chief meteorologist at Cleveland 
Hopkins 
International 
Airport, 
said Tuesday. 
‘This is not an alarming sit­ 
uation, but is is expected to get 
progressively worse,” Fay said. 
He added that pollutants be­ 
come trapped in the lower at­ 
mosphere, 
giving 
the 
city 
a 
grey covering. 
Dr. 
Lester Adelson, deputy 
Cuyahoga County Coroner, said 
persons 
with 
respiratory 
and 
heart ailments should exercise 
caution until the situation im­ 
proves. He said they should try 
to he in an air conditioned at­ 
mosphere 
and 
avoid 
undue 
strain. 
If the condition worsens, said 
Albert W. Locuoco, Cleveland 
commissioner of air pollution, 
residents would he asked to use 
their autos only when necessary 
and 
certain 
industries 
would 
have to shut down.

In Storage 


NORFOLK, Va. (AP) — The 
proud liner United Slates, which 
holds the record for the fastest 
transAtlantic c rossing by a ship, 
is being placed in dead storage 
—a victim of the jet age and the 
fiscal balance sheet. 
The liner lost more than $4 
million last year despite a $12 
million federal subsidy, 
Tile United States Lines said 
Monday it will pay the Norfolk 
Port and industrial Authority 
$9,000 per month to keep the 18- 
year-old superliner at the Nor­ 
folk terminal. 
She was rejected for storage 
by 
her builder the Newport 
News Shipbuilding 
Dry Dock 
Co., whose officials said they 
had no room for her 940 - foot 
length. 
The British liner Queen Eliza­ 
beth left Cherbourg on a Tues­ 
day morning in August 1952 
about 30 minutes before the 
United States left LeHavre. The 
next day the U.S. ship overtook 
the British liner near Cornwall, 
England. When the vessels were 
about 
one 
mile 
apart 
they 
dipped their ensigns in salute. 
With that, the U. S. ship went 
on to heat the Queen to New 
York by about 12 hours. The 
United States’ official record, 
set on another crossing, is three 
days, IO hours and 40 minutes. 
The $79.4-million ship made 
more than 400 crossings, and 
carried more than a million pas­ 
sengers, including such notables 
as the Duke and Duchess of 
Windsor and Prince Rainier of 
Monaco. 
The owners of the ship said 
high wages made it too costly to 
run, and that jet airliners were 
taking away passengers.

States Lines said it would cost 
$600,000 a year to maintain the 
ship in idleness, including the 
cost of a skeleton crew.

caused by an FBI failure to 
cooperate in the state’s invesi- 
gation of the campus confronta­ 
tion with police in which two 
young Negroes were shot to 
death. 
In W ashington 
earlier. Asst. 
Atty. Gen. Jerris Leonard as 
sorted Mississippi had refused 
to turn over weapons used in the 
May 15 shooting or to make offi­ 
cers involved available for ques­ 
tioning. 
Williams, in a statement read 
to newsmen in his office, said 
Leonard “is absolutely correct 
when he says that the Mississip­ 
pi 
Highway 
Patrol 
has not 
turned over its weapons to the 
FBI. He is correct when he Says 
that 
the 
highway 
patrolmen 
have not been interviewed by 
♦he FBI.” 
The governor added: 
“There is no obligation on the 
part of the state of Mississippi, 
legally, morally or otherwise, to 
furnish hooks, lines, poles, bait, 
water and fish for Mr. Leo­ 
nard’s fishing expeditions.” 
Williams summoned newsmen 
to his office to read the state­ 
ment and refused to elaborate 
on it. 
He said the Jackson State vio­ 
lence was local in nature “ and 
subject to the exclusive jurisdic­ 
tion of local law enforcement of­ 
ficers; yet Mr. Leonard’s own
